American Homes 
loo Airtight 


Ventilation Sacrificed 
For Heating Efficiency 


rp HE AVERAGE American home 
-*• erected within the last 10 to 
15 y ears has turned out to be 
too nearly air-tig ht It has been 
so snug ly constructed in an ef­ 
fort to step up the effeciency of 
its heating p lant, as well as to 
keep it comfortable in summer, 
that it is often a p oorly v entilat­ 
ed house. 
This results in some serious 
trouble. Letters from many own­ 
er of newer homes tell of p aint 
blistering and p eeling off their 
houses, wallp ap er staining and 
loosening , window and door hard, 
ware corroding and rusting . 
While condensation of ex cess 
moisture is the immediate cause 
of such damag e, the real villain 
in the case is lack of controlled 
ventilation. 
It used to be that houses leaked 
enoug h air throug h floor and 
wall cracks and around windows 
and doors to keep them adequate­ 
ly ventilated. One ordinary , well- 
fitted window, for ex amp le, will 
leak enoug h air in even a 20-mile 
wind (which isn’t much of a 
blow) to chang e the air in a g ood- 
sized room every hour. 


BECAUSE that means wasted 
heat, weatherstrip p ing and storm 
sash are used to cut that leakag e 
down to a neg lig ible minimum. 
Then the use of larg e sheets of 
modern building materials, such 
as p ly wood or g y p sum sheathing , 
toug h sisal-felted building p ap ers, 
blankets of insulation and tig ht 
vap or seals in walls and ceiling s 
have larg ely eliminated cracks 
to a p oint where houses can’t 
breathe like they used to. 
“Such a g ood job has been done 
with modern building methods,” 
observes 
one 
heating 
ex p ert 
“that the normal air leakag e in a 
new house has been reduced from 
one-third to one-half the amount 
found in an older house. Modern 
weathertig ht houses may have as 
little as one-half an air chang e 
each hour. This often is inade­ 
quate to sup p ly the amount of 
outside air the family needs for; 
its comfort and health. 
That 
commentator, 
Sheldon 
Coleman, Wichita, Kan., manu­ 
facturer of heating equip ment 
contends that the modern house 
needs not only a heating p lant 
but a heating and v entilating sy s. 
tern. 


HEATING IN winter and cool­ 
ness in summer are not enoug h 
for comp lete comfort. Seven re­ 
quisites for p rop er indoor air are: 
(1) satisfactory temp erature, (2) 
adequate 
density , 
(3) 
p rop er 
amount of water vap or, (4) con­ 
stant but imp ercep tible motion 
(5) 
freedom from dust, dirt. 


smoke and p ollens, (6 ) freedom 
from g erms and bacteria, and (7 ) 
lack of staleness, which means 
fresh air. 
Thermostatic control, humidifi- 
cation, circulation and. filtering 
can meet most of those require­ 
ments. For fresh air, y ou may say 
that’s easy , I op en the window. 
That p rovides fresh air, all 
rig ht, but it up sets all the other 
factors. It p lay s hob with the 
thermostat, wastes fuel; increas­ 
es or decreases the humidity , de­ 
p ending on the weather; bring s 
in foreig n matter, dust, p ollen, 
etc. 
The ideal method, if y ou use a 
circulating 
warm 
air 
sy stem, 
would be to bring the fresh air 
into the heating p lant where it 
could be temp ered and filtered to 
suit 
Of course, there is nothing new 
in doing that in schools and larg e 
commercial 
installations, 
but 
costs have been a restraining fac­ 
tor in adop ting the sy stem for 
homes. 


COLEMAN sug g ests that the 
cost of installing a fresh air duct 
can be circumvented by making 
use of the reserv oir of fresh air 
contained in a v entilated attic. 
B;* removing the fire-stop s be­ 
tween two studs, an air shaft be­ 
tween heater room and attic can 
be readily created. He say s such a 
shaft can be p ip ed to a heating 
p lant for as little as $5 when the 
p lant is being installed. 
This outside air can be con­ 
trolled and fed automatically into 
the heating p lant, where it is 
warmed, filtered and humidified 
for circulation throug h the house. 
Drafts and heat wastag e from 
op en windows are eliminated. 
Coleman has used this wrinkle 
in connection with hig h velocity 
blend-air installations in houses 
and finds it sup p lies up to 5,000 
cubid feet of fresh air p er hour. 


THAT VOLUME, p lus residual 
leakag e—since no house is ab­ 
solutely air tig ht—is considered 
adequate for the averag e house. 
The v entilating requirement for 
ox y g en is about 10 cubic feet of 
air p er minute p er p erson. For 
cooking 
and 
other 
household 
odors, there should be a move­ 
ment of 25 cubic feet p er minute 
p er p erson according to eng ineers, 
so there still is a big p lace for 
v entilating fans. 
However, the result of Cole­ 
man’s attic shaft idea is a theo­ 
retical p ressurized condition in 
the house with air moving out­ 
ward throug h whatev er leakag e 
cracks there may be—ex filtration 
instead of infiltration. 
Ex cess humidity tends to be re­ 
moved from the house, because 
the fresh air from the outside, 
on being heated and blended, has 
the cap acity to p ick up surp lus 
moisture from indoors and carry 
it outdoors. 
It should be easy to accelerate 
such movement by op ening a 
window slig htly only on the lee 
side of the house—op p osite the 
wind direction.

Quizzing The Gardener 
Q—I have access to several 
p ounds of used coffee g rounds 
daily from a restaurant. Are they 
of value to help break up a heavy 
clay veg etable g arden soil? 
A—Yes—coffee g rounds or any 
similar org anic 
matter would 
g reatly imp rove the tilth of the 
soil. Work them well into the 
soil and add a fertilizer strong 
in nitrog en to assist in the decom­ 
p osition of the g rounds. A three- 
inch lay er allowed to remain over 
winter would be too much. 
Q—what causes moldy sub­ 
stance to ap p ear on the soil of 
sev eral of my house p lants? 
9—A heavy soil p lus overwa­ 
tering is the usual cause. Be sure 
the p ots have a drainag e hole in 
the bottom, scrap e off the mold, 
cover soil with an eig hth-inch of 
sand, water soil only when dry — 
but sy ring e p lant top s frequent­ 
ly .

ably p rovide the p rop er p ronun­ 
ciation with the information rel­ 
ative to the p lant. One of the 
simp lest means of acquiring this 
information is the inex p ensive lit­ 
tle booklet, “New Pronouncing 
Dictionary of Plant Names.” It 
may be secured from the Florists' 
Publishing Co., 508 S. Dearborn 
St., Chicag o 4, Illinois. 
Q—I have a number of reg al 
lilies which hav e done well for 
me. What should I do with the 
small bulbs which form around 
the stalk at the surface and when 
should I p lant the seed? 
A—The small bulbs should be 
removed without disturbing the 
p arent 
bulb. 
These 
may 
be 
p lanted by themselves and will 
attain flowering size in a coup le 
of y ears under g ood conditions. It 
would be wise to p lant them two 
inches deep with a mulch of lit­ 
ter until they develop into larg e 
bulbs when they may be p lanted 
deep er. Seed of the reg al lily 
may be sown in late fall or in 
the sp ring . A mix ture of leaf 
mold and sand make a satisfac­ 
tory comp ost for g rowing the 
seed. When the seedling s come 
up they may need to be thinned 
in order to g ive the p lants room 
to develop p rop erly . 
Q — Will g eranium cutting s 
rooted last 
Aug ust 
bloom in­ 
doors? - 
A—If g eraniums are to bloom 
indoors this winter, they must 
have a window which receives di­ 
rect sunlig ht all day and where 
a day temp erature of 70 to 75 
deg rees is the rule. Frequent 
weekly soaking of the soil is im­ 
p ortant. Geraniums should not 
stand in water. 
Q—I have p lanted a small wis­ 
teria p lant to g row it as a tree, 
not a vine. Would y ou p lease 
tell me how it should be p runed? 
H. D. 
A—Tie its stem to a stout stake 
and when it reaches the desired 
heig ht cut off the top stem. Per­ 
mit no lateral branches to de­ 
velop from the base of the p lant 
nor from the p art of the stem 
that is to be the “trunk” of the 
tree. Laterals that develop from 
the up p er p art (and which will 
form the “head” of the “tree”) 
should have their tip s p inched 
out in summer when they are a 
foot or fifteen inches long and in 
winter they should be cut back 
to a leng th of six inches. This 
p rocedure should 
be 
rep eated 
y early until the “head” is of the 
size 
y ou 
want, 
then 
winter 
p runing should consist of cutting 
the p revious y ears* laterals back 
to within one inch of their bases. 
Summer p runing should be p rac­ 
ticed as before« 


HowToSetUp 
Plumbing For 
Wash Machine 


HPHE MODERN automatic elec- 
trie washing 
machine 
for 
which y our wife has been hint­ 
ing , asking and beg g ing , involves 
more than p lacing it in the comer 
of the laundry room and turning 
it on. The dealer from whom the 
machine is p urchased will see to 
setting it up and adjusting the 
leg s to make it level. He’ll anchor 
it to the floor, if necessary , but 
he won’t install the necessary 
p lumbing and wiring . That’s y our 
job. 
Before the machine can be op ­ 
erated, y ou must have outlets on 
both the cold and hot water p ip es 
in y our basement, with fitting s 
on the ends to take hose connec­ 
tions. The best p lace to tap into 
the water lines is just above the 
laundry tubs as shown in the 
sketch. 
First, shut off the water and 
then remove the g alvanized iron 
p ip e by uncrewing the union on 
the faucet. The unscrew the en­ 
tire p ip e from the elbow at the 
top . 
Your hardwate dealer will 
cut the p ip e and remove a section 
and thread the ends so that y ou 
can install a “T” and have the 
same overall leng th as before the 
p ip e was cut. 
If one or both of the water lines 
are cop p er, the p rocedure will be 
a little different Hack-saw the 
p ip e in two and remove the short 
lower section from the tub fix ­ 
ture. Then p ut a g alvanized “T” 
into the fix ture and a short nip ­ 
p le on top and rep lace the short 
secton of cop p er p ip e. 
Mark 
where to saw out the recess so 
the two cop p er ends will butt to­ 
g ether. 
Your hardware man will have 
cop p er collars for this p urp ose. 
Remove the short section and slip 
the collar over it and sweat it on 
with solder and a blow torch. 
If the overhead p ip e is rig idly 
secured 
at the ceiling , remove 
brackets so that smaller section 
with sleeve may be slip p ed over 
up p er p ip e and screwed onto the 
tub fix ture. Sweat the top sec­ 
tion of the p ip e into the collar 
and continue assembly of p ip e 
and fitting s as shown in the 
sketch. Be sure all screwed joints 
are liberally coated with sealing 
comp ound. 
Some makes of machine have a 
circuit-breaker or safety valve in 
the end of the p lug which cuts off 
the current in the ev ent that the 
machine is overloaded. 
This is 
actuated by heat from the over­ 
loaded wire. For this reason y ou 
should nev er p lug in nex t to a 
lig ht as the lig ht will heat the 
circuit-breaker and ativ ate it. In­ 
stall a wall socket away from the 
lig ht.

Hints On Installing 
New Thresholds 


'WORN thresholds are not only 
* * unsig htly but dang erous. Re­ 
p lacement is simp le, since ready ­ 
made thresholds are obtainable 
which only require fitting . You 
can g et them.from y our lumber­ 
man or building material dealer. 
The first step is to remove the 
old wood which can be sp lit away 
with a cold chisel and p ried out 
with a bar. Be careful not to scar 
the finish of the adjoining floor. 
After the old threshold has been 
removed, clean out the comers, 
çemove the old nails and make 
sure the floor under the new one 
will be smooth. 
Thresholds are 
made from either map le or oak 
and are beveled to form should­ 
ers on each side but are not fit­ 
ted to the op ening of the door. If 
y ou have p ower tools, y ou can 
make this item y ourself from the 
dimensions of the worn p iece 
which y ou are rep lacing . 
Fitting the new threshold can 


carp et in g ood condition, re­ 
p lacing badly -worn carp et with 
new. 
The following sug g estions will 
assure y ou of 
a 
p rofessional- 
looking job. 
In ordering the runner, fig ure 
a foot and a half for each tread 
and add six inches to the overall 
leng th for shrinkag e when y ou 
have it cleaned later. 
Ready ­ 
made p ads are available or y ou 
can make them y ourself from 32- 
ounce carp et lining . 
Be sure to clean and insp ect 
the bare stairway . Loose step s 
should be nailed down with eig hi;- 
p enny finishing nails. Counter» 
sink all nails and remove snag s 
and sp linters that mig ht cause 
wear. 
Lay chalk g uide lines on each 
step to keep the runner straig ht 
then start the p ads which should 
be about four inches narrower 
than the runner. Center the p ads 
on the step and leave a sp ace 
between p ad and riser as indi­ 
cated in sketch. After back edg e 
is tacked down, draw p ad over 
leading edg e or nosing of step 
and tack underneath. Never into 
the nosing . 
Start lay ing the runner from 
the top . Tack it nex t to the hall 
carp et and let it run down the 
stair, fitting it loosely into each 
step . Now start from the top and 
tack at the first step . Pull the 
runner tig ht and p ut four tacks 
into each side as in the sketch, 
two in the step and two in the 
riser on each side. Keep the run­ 
ner tig ht and be sure y ou’re fol­ 
lowing the g uides so it will be 
straig ht 
When y ou reach the bottom, 
fold under the ex cess carp eting 
and tack it all the way across the 
riser. Return to the top step and 
tack it all the way across the bot­ 
tom of the riser and rep eat on 
each step all the way down. 
There is no p oint in tacking 
the carp et under the leading edg e 
of the step . Later, when the run­ 
ner beg ins to show wear, it may 
be removed and turned end for 
end. The ex cess which was turned 
Linder at first will be fastened 
nex t to the hall carp et up stairs 
and the worn areas will be at the 
back edg e of each step . .

If sh e h ad any income, no mat­ 
ter h ow small, y ou get no ex emp­ 
tion for h er unless sh e files joint­ 
ly with y ou. 
Wh ere a h usband and wife each 
h ad income but file separate re­ 
turns, each claims h is own/ ex ­ 
emption. 


CAN A WIFE be claimed as a 
dependent by someone like h er 
fath er—it must be a close rela­ 
tiv e wh o supported h er? Yes.

h usband can’t 
claim any ex emption for h er be­ 
cause, wh en sh e’s claimed as th e 
dependent of anoth er, sh e can 
neith er file jointly with h er h us­ 
band nor claim any ex emption for 
h erself. 
If a wife does file jointly with 
h er h usband, sh e can’t be claimed 
as a dependent by any one else 
ev en th ough th e latter supported 
h er. In sh ort, a wife can’t be 
claimed as an ex emption on two 
returns.

YOU CAN CLAIM as a depen­ 
dent for all of 1951 any one born 
as late as Dec. 31, 1951 wh o truly 
fits th e rules cov ering depen­ 
dents, ev en th ough th e ch ild died 
a moment after birth . You can’t 
claim as a dependent an unborn 
ch ild or one born dead. 
Can h usband and wife, wh en 
filing separate returns, div ide th e 
ex emptions for dependents be­ 
tween th em? No. Only th e person 
wh o h as prov ided more th an h alf 
th e support of a dependent can 
claim h im. 
(Wh en a h usband and wife file 
separately in community proper­ 
ty states, ev en th ough th ey con­ 
tribute eq ually to th e support 
of a dependent, eith er th e h us­ 
band or wife must take th e en­ 
tire credit.) 
People wh o died— 
If y our h usband or wife died 
during th e y ear—ev en as early 
as Jan 1, 1951—y ou are consid­ 
ered married for th e y ear. So y ou 
can file a joint return, getting 
th e benefit of h is or h er ex emp­ 
tion. 
If a dependent died in 19 51- 
ev en as early as Jan. 1, 1951 — 
y ou can claim th e full $600 ex ­ 
emption for h im, prov ided h e was 
truly a dependent during# th at 
part of th e y ear in wh ich h e 
liv ed. 
Blind— 
Besides h is regular $600 ex ­ 
emption, a person filing a return 
gets an ex tra $600 ex emption if 
h e wras blind on Dec. 31, 1951 and 
$600 ex tra for h is wife if sh e was 
blind, in addition to th e regular 
ex emption for h er, prov ided sh e 
was blind on th e last day of 1951 
and files jointly with h im or, if 
sh e h ad nb income, h e alone files 
a return. 


WHERE HUSBAND and wife 
file separately , th e one wh o is 
blind claims h is or h er own reg­ 
ular $600 ex emption, plus $600 
for blindness. 
Wh ere h usband or wife died 
blind any time in 1951, th e sur­ 
v iv ing spouse, by filing a joint 
return, can claim th at ex tra $600 
ex emption for th e blind one wh o 
died. 
You can’t claim an ex tra $600 
ex emption for a blind dependent. 
People 65 or older. 
A tax pay er wh o was 65 in 1951 
can claim in addition to h is reg. 
ular $600 ex emption an ex tra 
$600 because h e was 65. He gets 
an ex tra $600 ex emption for h is 
wife if sh e was 65 in 1951—pro­ 
v ided sh e files jointly with h im 
or, h av ing no income, sh e doesn’t 
file at all. 
If sh e h ad any income h e gets 
no ex emption for h er unless sh e 
does file jointly with h im. Wh ere 
h usband and wife are 65 but file 
separate returns, each claims h is 
own ex emption on h is own re­ 
turn. 
Wh o was 65 in 1951? Th e courts 
consider people 65 on th e day 
before th eir 65th birth day . So if 
y ou didn’t h av e y our 65th birth ­ 
day until Jan. 1, 1952, y ou can 
consider y ourself 65 in 1951 for 
income tax purposes.

A LMOST ev ery week from Jan. 
1 to th e ensuing Dec. 31 an 
election is h eld somewh ere in 
th e United States. A sch ool dis­ 
trict needs more money , y our 
town is electing a may or, th e 
county h as a new road program 
to finance, th e state legislators 
are being ch osen, or th e nation 
is electing a President. 
Ev ery one of th ese ev ents in 
wh ich y ou are eligible to v ote 
affects y our future — politically 
and in th e pocketbook. And y et 
if y ou are a ty pical American 
citizen, most of th e time y ou 
don’t v ote. 
In four out of fiv e elections— 
if y our v oting record is av erage 
—y ou h and ov er th is basic citi­ 
zensh ip righ t, th is most import­ 
ant h uman freedom, to a group 
of people wh om y ou must trust 
to be public-spirited and so un­ 
selfish th ey h av e y our interest as 
well as th eir own at h eart. 
Wh en y ou don’t v ote, someone 
in effect decides someth ing for 
y ou much like a distant guardian 
deciding wh ere an orph an sh all 
work, or go to sch ool, or h av e an 
allowance or not h av e one. 


• 
A PUBLIC sch ool tax election 
was h eld in many Arkansas com­ 
munities recently . Local » sch ool 
boards were asking for a boost 
in millage on property tax as­ 
sessed at th e local lev el. Th is is­ 
sue h ad a direct effect on th e 
pocketbook of ev ery property 
owner and sch ool teach er and in­ 
directly affected th e parents and 
ch ildren of ev ery family in th e 
district wh ere th e election was 
h eld.

12,000, 
only 4.56 people v oted; in War­ 
ren, population 4,000, 357 v oted;

states. But th e fact remains th at 
th e y ear-in-and-y ear-out v oting 
record of th e nation as a wh ole is 
only about 20 per cent of perfect.

THE VOTING record of th e 
American people h as disturbed 
me for a long time.

And not 
enough citizens are as well in­ 
formed on all th e political and 
economic aspects of th e issues as 
I would like to see th em. In th e 
wh ole realm of political action 
and economic education, th e best 
ch ance for improv ement lies in 
th e ability to attract th e citizen’s 
self-interest. 
Let us suppose th ere were to be 
h eld a meeting of th e board of di­ 
rectors at th e place wh ere y ou

wh eth er y our salary sh ould be 
increased or reduced. 
If y ou 
were a stockh older and h ad a 
v oting priv ilege on th at board 
of directors, wh ere would y ou be 
wh en th e meeting was called to 
order?

would it? Of course not Wh en 
y our economic future is at stake 
y ou want to be in on th e decis­ 
ion.

LET US SUPPOSE, furth er, 
th at at th is same board meeting 
y our priv ilege of v oting on q ues­ 
tions affecting y our economic fu­ 
ture were going to be ch allenged. 
Th is ch allenge to y our freedom 
would be added incentiv e for 
y our being present and v oting, 
wouldn’t it? 
Of course. 
Well, 
y our self-interest, both economic 
and political, is affected to some 
degree by ev ery election in wh ich 
y ou v ote or fail to v ote. 
Th e power of th e American 
citizen’s v ote is h is power to re­ 
main free. If enough of us fail 
to use th at power, our nation can­ 
not remain free. 
Wh en a minority rules a na­ 
tion, and continues to rule, its 
numbers sh rink and its powers 
ex pand until th ere ex ists a dic­ 
tatorsh ip and indiv idual freedom 
disappears. 
If we place a v alue on our 
personal freedom and on our eco­ 
nomic progress for ourselv es and 
our families we h ad better—all 
of us—work to make 1952 th e 
“v otin’-est” y ear in h istory .

TTCHING of th e skin it and ex . 
perience wh ich practically ev ­ 
ery body h as h ad at one time or 
anoth er. Usually , th e itch ing af­ 
fects only one portion of th e skin 
and th e cause is q uite obv ious, 
such as a mos­ 
q uito bite. 
S o m e t i m e s , 
h o w e v e r , th e 
itch ing cov ers a 
large area and 
th e normal re­ 
action of scratch ­ 
ing is likely to 
make th e condi. 
tion worse. 
T h e r e 
a r e 
m a ny possible 
c a us e s for 
itch ing, only 
a 
few of wh ich can be mentioned. 
In eczema, wh ich is likely to be 
a result of long-continued contact 
of th e skin with irritating sub­ 
stances, th e skin condition and 
itch ing become ch ronic. 
Redness, th ickening, cracking 
and crusting of th e skin occur 
and th e itch ing may be ex tremely 
h ard to reliev e. 
Hiv es, or urticaria, is a source 
of sev ere itch ing. Th is is an al­ 
lergic condition and th e diagnos­ 
is can be made easily by th e sud­ 
den appearance of raised reddish 
spots accompanied by an irresist­ 
ible desire to scratch . 
Oth er 
forms of allergy may also pro­ 
duce itch ing. 
Some people itch all ov er after 
bath ing. Th e sensation may last 
up to h alf an h our or more, but 
is reliev ed after th e cloth es are 
on for a wh ile. Th e skin h as an 
entirely normal appearance. 
Winter itch is a closely related 
dition in wh ich people cgm- 
fon

lain of sev ere itch ing all ov er 


It is absent wh en th e weath er 
is mild. Th e skin appears normal 
ex cept for wh atev er s c r a t c h 
marks may be present. 
Th e sev en-y ear itch , or scab­ 
ies, is anoth er cause of skin itch ­ 
ing wh ich must be considered. 
Th is ty pe of itch ing come» from 
a parasite wh ich burrow* into 
th e » kin. Treatment for scabies 
is aimed at destroy ing th e para- 
cites. 
Itch ing of th e skin may ac­ 
company such diseases as dia­ 
betes neph ritis or Brigh t’s dis­ 
ease, and especially jaundice. In­ 
deed, in most forms of jaundice, 
th e itch ing of th e skin wh ich is 
one of th e sy mptoms, is particu­ 
larly distressing and ex tremely 
difficult to reliev e. 
Lice alway s cau« e itch ing. Here 
also th e treatment of th e itch is 
not merely to apply more lotion 
but to get rid of th e insects wh ich 
are causing th e trouble. 
With so many possible causes 
for an itch ing skin, no single lo­ 
tion or ointment can be counted 
on to bring relief. Sev ere, long- 
lasting itch ing is a problem of 
deciding wh at fe th e cause and 
h ow th e cause can be attacked or 
remov ed. It is often astonish ing 
h ow unpleasant itch ing can be.

OOME VACATION notes scribbled on an old

been started h ere at a h igh ­ 
er rate th an any wh ere else 
in th e nation. Many of th e 
new pioneers are y oung 
v eterans, stationed h ere dur­ 
ing th e war, wh o fell in 
lov e with th e climate and 
came back to launch th eir

civ ilian careers. Th eir h ome- 
building and industry -creating activ ities h av e 
giv en a fresh impetus to “Th e Peninsula 
State.” 


FLORIDA is a land of reward now for al­ 
most any fresh talent.

DRAINING SWAMPS and tourists are 
standard sources of wealth . Great h erds of 
cattle—Florida now raises more beef th an any 
state east of th e Mississippi—graze on acres

th riv ed a generation ago. 
Th e tourists graze in sh iny pastel million- 
dollar beach front h otels th at still pop up like 
Jack-in-th e-box es. 
Th e citrus grov es range in wider and wider 
wav es of liv ing green.
